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The new theory of species is refuted by all available paleontological and 
biostratigraphic data. 

Further benefit which may be expected from the discussion cons ?; s J* * he 
development of methods of investigation and of a program of research dealing 
with tte theory of species and species formation, reinforcementof work aiming 
at theoretical generalisations based on the experience of systematises, parti - 
ularly as far as determination of the specificity of the dimensions, limits, 
and characteristics of species of various plants is concerned, launching of 

an extensive study of the interspecies and intraspecies relationships of plants 
both under natural condition: and in experiments . 

More attention should be paid to the study of the history of biology, in- 
cluding the history of the theory of species and species formation. The discus- 
sion of the subject must be free and conducted on a broad basis in OT ^ T 
certain that persons holding different scientific views may present^ <*ese vie vs 
under conditions which will insure a calm and businesslike treatment of th 
subject matter. 
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
